BELG R A D E up—Yugoslav Pres­ 
ident Tito returned here today aft 
er a secret meeting in Romania 
with Soviet Communist party boss 
Nikita Khrushchev. 


Tito came home lust in time 


to welcome 
President Ho Chi 


Minh of Communist North Viet 
Nam, who arrived from Hungary 
for a five-day official visit.

Thousands lined the streets as 
the two presidents drove together 
through the capital. 


Experts on Yugoslav foreign re­ 
lations meanwhile indicated that, 
as a result 
of tht 
Khrushchev 
Tito meeting, the Yugoslav leader 
would spearhead a new Soviet-in­ 
spired drive to forge closer links 
with non-Communist Socialist par­ 
ties of the West. 


Moscow 
radio 
described

meeting as the firming up of an 
agreement on "concrete forms of 
cooperation" between the Commu­ 
nist parties of Russia and Yugo­ 
slavia.

Khrushchev made overtures for 
friendship with the Western So­ 
cialist parties in the spring of 1956 
but his attempt backfired. 
Socialist leaders of 14 Western 
a,’lions joined in rejecting a n y 
form of political cooperation with 
the Kremlin and irvited the Reds 
to offer "adequate proof of a gen-

They were becalmed 24 hours 
and later hit 60 rn p h. winds at 
tht end of Hurricane Audrey.

WASHINGTON op — The United 
States has agreed under pressure 
from its allies to ease still furth 
cr Western trade controls on ship 
ments to Red China. 


American representatives, act­ 
ing under State Department in­ 
structions, approved this move 
at a meeting last week of 15 key 
trading nations in Paris. 


The action frees limited quanti­ 
ties and types of machine tools, 
ships, 
transportation 
equipment, 
chemicals, and metal products for 
shipment to the China mainland. 
But no sharp increase in Chinese 
Communist 
trade 
with 
Western 
countries is foreseen by American 
officials because of the 
limited 
funds which are available to the 
Peiping regime for such outside 
purchases. 


The United States 
government 
will continue to ban all American 
trade with the Chirese Reds, how­ 
ever, under its existing economic- 
diplomatic boycott of Peiping.

Utah Inmates 
Apologize for 
Prison Riot

Utah UP — The inmates'advisory 
council of the Utah State Pcson 


publicly apologized Sunday for a 
group of prisoners who 
held 
20 
hostages in Friday night’s riot. 
Today, 16 inmates will face a 
board of inquiry into the riot at 
the state institution south of Salt 
Lake City. 
Last Feb. 6 , 500 prisoners riot­ 
ed at the compound for 12 hours. 
Fourteen of the 20 hostages in 
the recent outbreak were mem­ 
bers of the Kitchen Rythmettes, 
a 
women's 
novelty 
band 
from 
Price, Utah The riot started near 
the end of a variety show present­ 
ed by the band. 
A letter from the inmates was 
addressed to "the Kitchen Rythm- 
cttes, our many friends and peo­ 
ple of the State of Utah.” It read 
in part: 
"W e the inmates of the Utah 
State Prison are without adequate 
words to express cur deep regret 
and sincere apologies for the in­ 
dignities which you were subject­ 
ed to on the evening of Aug .2, 
1957. 
"The conduct of those few re­ 
sponsible was degrading in char­ 
acter and shamefully inexcusable. 
Such actions do not reflect the 
true attitude, feelings or convic­ 
tions of the inmate body." 
The letter went on to thank the 
women's novelty land for present­ 
ing their show' at the prison.

WASHINGTON (ti — Democrats 
in Congress put on pressure today 
to deliver to President Eisenhower 
for his acceptance or rejection a 
civil rights bill he has criticized 
severely.

It does not seem so many years ago that 
railway passenger business in Washing­ 
ton C. H. was considered an important 
factor in this community’s business; to­ 
day, however, that has completely chang­ 
ed. 
Railroads here still do much business 
In freight handling but the passenger 
business is completely a dead issue, to 
the regret of many people. 
It is reported from various sources 
that the railways generally are not do­ 
ing the usual heavy business of years 
ago and are having to make new plans to 
keep up with. the modern procession fi­ 
nancially. 
According to reliable information the 
big railways are losing money to air and 
highway competitors and are ‘Seeking 
substantial rate increases in an all-out 
endeavor to strengthen their economic 
position. Some dire predictions for the 
railroads are the result of present condi­ 
tions. 
It is being pointed out however that 
the same power necessary to move 60 
tons through the air, or 400 tons along 


a paved highway will move 5000 tons a- 
long rail lines.

Supporters of an amendment to 
let Negroes serve on federal 
ies in the South — by Bypassing 
state laws which might discrimi­ 
nate against them — af the last 
minute wired federal judges in the 
South for information.

For Safer Driving

PREVENTION of the ever In- vate or civilian drivers be given 
creasing toll of motor accident 
Injuries and deaths actually Is a 
public health problem.. 
It’s arnhdlsputable fact that 
the physical condition of the 
driver helps to determine, to a 
great extent, his accident prone- 
ness. 
Human Element 
A group of industrial physi­ 
cians made a study of the prob­ 
lem, not long ago. They pointed 
out that the human element is 
a m ajor factor in preventing ac­ 
cidents and offered these worth­ 
while recommendations to im­ 
prove the situation. 
Civilian drivers, up to the age 
of 45, should be examined every 
three years; after 45, every two 
years. 
Advance Examination 
Industrial and transportation 
drivers should, have a pre-place­ 
ment examination and periodic 
physical examination every two 
years, up to the age of 45, and an­ 
nually thereafter. 
.Every driver in Industry absent 
from work for more than 28 days, 
because of Illness or accident, 
should be examined before re­ 
turning to work to be sure that 
he is not a hazard to himself and 
the public. 
Complete Physicals 
The doctor* suggest th a t pel- of toe navel.

complete physical examinations. 
They also urge that a copy of 
this medical record should be 
sent to the state motor vehicle 
bureau for a detailed examina­ 
tion..

C o m m ercial v eh icles and 
transportation operators should 
also be required to submit to a 
physical examination, the doctors 
insist.

WASHINGTON 
— The Senate 
fight on civil rights has been long 
on wind and short on facts. 
For four weeks the senators 
split legal hairs and congratulated 
one another on their high-level 
handling of the civil rights bill. 
On some of the biggest issues 
the senators—on both sides—were 
badly informed. 
For example: On the number of 
Negroes registered to vote in. the 
South they had no official informa­ 
tion; on the number of Negroes 
serving, on federal juries in the 
South they had no information un­ 
til the last moment. 
And on one basic bit of informa­ 
tion the Justice Department — 
which was pushing the bill for the 
Eisenhower administration — fell 
flat on its face, 
i . Last February the Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee asked the de­ 
partment for .statistics going back 
to 1940 on all the civil rights com­ 
plaints it had received and what 
happened to them. 
The department answered (1) it 
didn’t have sufficient records and 
(2) it couldn’t get together the 
records it had in time to be in­ 
cluded in. the printed hearings of 
the committee before which Atty. 
Gen. Brownell had testified. 
Take Negro voting in the South: 
There were no official records 
available on the number of would- 
be Negro voters registered in the 
South as a whole. Thr Southern 
Regional Council, a private or­ 
ganization, had made a Southwide 
survey of this in. 1956 
Sen. 
Douglas 
(D-Ill) 
put the 
council’s figures in the Congres­ 
sional Record. Southerners chal­ 
lenged them. The council, with 
headquarters in Atlanta, is made 
up of Negroes and whites to pro­ 
mote racial cooperation. 
Sen. Qlin D. Johnston (DSC), 


insinuating the council was left- 
wing, offered as proof that the 
council’s figures couldn’t he right 
this statement: Nobody in South. 
Carolina knows how 
many Ne­ 
groes were registered in 1956. 
Why? Because until a law was 
passed 
this 
spring, 
registering 
would-be voters by race was neith­ 
er practiced nor required. 
At the start of the debate this 
write’*—hoping 
to check official 
Southern registration figures state 
by 
state to check 
against 
the 
council’s—called the office of Sen.. 
R u*-.ell (D-Ga), captain of the 
Southern anti-civil-rights fight. 
His office had neither figures for 
Georgia nor those for the South 
as a whole. 
The Democratic and Republican 
national committees, with head-1 
quarters in Washington,, might, be ■ 
expected to be a primary source 
of information on voter registra-' j 
tion, including Negroes, through­ 
out the country. 
This writer called both commit- ¡ 
tees, asking the figures on South­ 
ern Negro registration. Both com­ 
mittees said the only figures thev 
had on this were from the South­ 
ern Regional Council. 
On the number of Negroes serv­ 
ing on federal juries in the South: 
There is no doubt some serve 
on those juries, but far fewer on 
state juries. How many serve on 
federal juries? And how many Ne­ 
groes serve in proportion to the 
number of whites on federal jur­ 
ies? Nobody knows. 
Supporters of an amendment to 
let Negroes serve on federal jur- 
ies in the South — by bypassing 
state laws which might discrimi­ 
nate against them — a 
the last 
minute wired federal judges in the 
South for information. 
Twenty-three answers were re­ 
ceived. They were not announced 


in the Senate until a fern' hours— 
and in some cases a few minutes 
—before the vote on the amend 
nient. Only one ox the 23 judges, 
gave figures. He said about 18 to 20 
per cent oi his jurors are Negroes. 
The rest—with three exceptions 
—simply said Negroes serve or 
serve regularly. The three said «. 
proportionate number of Negroes 
—compared with whites—serve. 
The lack of this kind of informa­ 
tion—about an amendment which 
was intended to remedy a situa­
